7* On 25 January 1945 I looked around for now volunteered; . 
recruited them and loft on 1 February 1945*. after having 
conferred with the oanroandor of tho Socond Afny. I crossed '• *' 
the lines apd marched with ny men about 1,000 Jan, doing 
constant reconnaissance under the most difficult conditions* 

I returned on 17 March 1945 to the fortifiod position of 
Eolberg, losing ny tf/T set while crossing tho Vie tula 1 River* 

In Kblberg I was not recognized as a German and was condenncd 
to death, but after one day of imprisonment by our o'Tn people 
I was recognized by. an officer and liberated. '7o had to 
fififrt immediately with the occupants -of the fortified position,' 
continuing the engagement until the eneny cleared the area* I 
received the Silver Nahkaupfspanga and was promoted to Haupt- 
sturmfuehrer* On 1 April 1945 I. was given tho oak leaves to 
ny Haight* s, Cross* . 

8*. Notwithstanding the desperate situation I began planning 
a new mission. It' was my intention to land in the upper Tatra 
mountains* . Training for this mission was to take place in the 
Alps* ity" man and ny ’i/T seta v;oro transported in tho neighbor^ 
hood of Lof en (near Stoinore Mann), Shortly before tho .'Carman 
collapse I was given a now mission, I was to occupy certain.-.. •* 
areas of .the Alpenland and fight tho eastern oneruies with small 
resistance groups ,(SS) in the manner of Tito 1 a bands* This 
area was occupiod by the 3bs torn Allies* man wero all.. . •• 
arrested, discharged by mo and sent to Allied P0 < carps.

9* On 26 August 1944 I recoived from cy immediate commander, SS- 
Sturmfcannfuehrer SKORZENY, a top socret order for tho mss ion 
"LANDFFIED** - 

10. Tho mission was tho following l I wes to loava with 6 airplanes 
and 55 and land in the area of Tooosburg. I had plonty of extra 
weapons and was to distribute them among the civilian population, to 
organizo thorn and thus establish a defonsive lino between Temesburg 
and Kronstadt, Thi3-T7as supposod to halt tho advanco of tho Rissians 
and Roumanians until German troops would roliovo mo, 

11,. The equipment- was very defective' and the timo for preparation 
was very short* I travelled by rail with my jaon and oquipraont and 
arrived in Vionna, whore Oberstuimbai^uchroAv^ECK, of Section 
VI-e of the RSHA gave mo further orders, fry Airplanes were stand- 
ing ready at the Vienna airdrome. I worked one day in the offices 
of the VI-e Section and evaluated all roporta con corning tho OB 
and the positions of the onany, Tho situation changed every day — 
it was such that ny old mission was no longer possible because 
Temesburg was already occupied by the enemy,. I decided to arrange 
a new mission. Someone wanted to take away my 6 airplanes and I 
bad to act quickly* I received permission to start and with ny 
. men end forty "Geiman-Itoumanians, whom I had- rcorpixod from tho 
S3 Frontleitateljb Vionna, flow to Nouburg viaijSbrocon, Horo ny 
man were transported in small trucks to, a small frontior village* 
Fortunately, I mot thoro tho S3 GonoreOAFFLEPS, who connandod an 4 
arcy in this particular area and who agreed cccqslotoly with ry -plans, 

. which wore not markedly changed during ny interview with him, 

12* The mission was as- follows i There wore to bo three recon- 
naissance and sabotage groups*^ (a) the oastorn trupp, under the* 
cqmnand of SS Oborscharf uohrertFHITSCH, which was to commit sabotage 
in the passes about 70 km soutq of Kronstadt, do reoonnaissenco work, 
and then come back .Yith the remainder of tho men; (b) the central 
trupp, under ny command, operating from Hernmnatadt up to tho 
.-Hotonturm Pass with the same mission,, sabotage and long-range 
reconnaissance; (c)' the western trupp, undor tho 'corrjand'of SS- 
OborscharfuehrodHAHN, who would operate as far as Klausburg and 
20 km to tho souih with the identical mission, .o wore to avoid 
. all direct contaot with 'the enacy- '*o planned to start without 
radio and report over tf/T as soon as wo had any intelligence. The 
* tine allotted for tho entire mission was fourteen days* nations 
were tajeea along for three days* tho rest of tho time wo wore to 
live off the land. All information was to be obtained frcn tho 
population. The strength of each trupp wasi one cormndor nnd 
. 25 S3 men; equipment consisted of hand weapons, demolition material 
and maps, r* 
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j-3 • I marched with ty trupps up to tho Hungarian frontier 
Tillage of Zuckennandl* Because we lacked tho time I was not 
ablo to use my machines for a preliminary reconnaissance 
flight* fo crossed tho border on 31 lugust 1944 without 
having mot any enemy units* /ithout further contact, wo . 
crossed tho river Grosser Kbckel* 'The* lines wore so thinly . 
occupied that we could inarch even during the day. Our uniforms 
were sufficiently inconspicuous so that we travelled by train. • 
from /gnetonn up to Hernstadt. Thoro 1 divided ay men in' three 
small sections and ordered th$n to move separately towards the 
castle of Heltau. Vy ’own group pitched our tent3 in a snail 
garden noar Micholsborg. I -waited for two days for tho others; 
finally just two men arrivod, Tho. had becomo separated from tho 
others.-By 4 September we had collected 6 men and marched towards 
the Ratenturm Pass.* Until hot *79 had found out the following 
intelli^oncoi tho strength" of the Roumanian forces marching 
towards Agnotonn, and also the strength of tho Riseian units 
operating around tho Rotentuttn Pass* To* arrived there after* a 
ten -hour mountain climb. Herb to intended to spend tho night 
and begin gathering informat ion from the Roumanians. ~o put 
up guarda' but two hours after dork to were aurprisod by a 
Russian unit and surrounded. After a heavy fight ne managed, 
to oocapo without any casualties... In Holtau wo observed -the 
advance of the Sixth Buss inn Arny and narked its progress on 
our maps ‘for future reference. Those Rissian troops woro in 
the best of fighting condition. Discipline and ordor reigned 
throughout. .#'0 observed many new armorod units* - 

IV In the night of 9 Sept* 1944 770 again travelled by trains 
in tho direction of the front. Hero (in Schaorszburg) we 
marchod for 35,1® towards tho main lino of resistance, con- 
stantly in the ‘ immediate vicinity of the Russian advancing 
columns. ’ .<e advanced so quickly that we arrived in Nodes in 
a Roumanian dopot. * As we wore weaker than they, we tried to 
talk it over with then. 7e assorted that we were Roumanian 
stragglers who had left our Gorman units.. Thoy began search- 
ing our equipment and f c*md our weapons. One of ny men managed 
to escape then apd there. :fo had to lio dorm in the grass and 
were not well treated. Soon the Russians arrived and wo woro 
oondenned to death inmod lately* 7o had to stand against a small 
tree and 20 Russians in front of us wore ordored to execute us. 

It was. a tight spot but I managed to fleo, receiving a hoad. wound, 
and while on. \ he run ay foot was perforated by another shot,, . 
Notwithstanding my wounds I marched .20 km,, reached tho Gorman linos, 
and mde all .ay reports, /ill ay comrades were shot* I was brought 
imediately- to tha any commander, to '/horn I made a more camplato 
roport comprising political, military and social intelligence. T 
had found out through my reconnaissance mission that tho- Rissians 
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intended pushing over Klausonberg /ith fresh armored troops 
and with anti-tank artillery. Because the army commander nas 
infonasd of this news he was able to re-form his lines and avoid 
cncirclaaont* 

1 5* The eastern trupp saved n German army corps from complete 
encirclement and brought back 200 German soldiers -bo had been 
left behind- It also was able to destroy, completely, the rat or 
mains of the city of KronstadV 

1&* The west trupp c nmo back with vnlucblo roconnaissnnce

18-.. Some of the nan of the mission who had boon left behind 
in Jtmmnnia finally joined on 30 March 1945 a T7/T intelligence 
group operating in Boumnia and \ior o working for them. They 
had been doclarod missing in action since the first of. October 
1944' This group consisted of one NCO and eight men. .. This 7/T 
intelligence group had been dropped in Bounania during the last 
days of the war and never ro turned home* 

Appendix to Mission fL'tNBFHIBD 11 

The throe trupps .fore oquipped with uniforms which looked very 
much like those of the Allied paratroopers* Trupp ;-"MXTTE* was 
dressed in civilian clothes. One itrupp was sub-divided in four 
sections of six man r each, . . ~ 

The equipment received by the men consisted of a light uniform, 
and a rucksack, Thfo rucksack contained civilian clothes, similar 
to those worn in the area, handkerchiefs, a map,. first aid equip- * 
mont, concentrated foods, and amnunition for submachine gun and 
pistol* (Shen the men wore civilian clothos, tho submachine gun 
was carried dh tho rucksack.) Tho mea also carried with than., 
paper* poncil, compass, a natch, q first aid packot, hand gronados# 
a pistol, a camouflage not, a dagger, a flashlight, matches, and 
a garotte. The arms were the 7«&5 pistol and the British St on 
submachine . gun. 

The 'entire group was further providod with a largo amount of 
explosives (-tfipolitplnstic ) • The cannander of tho g?*oup cerriod 
a complete collection of maps and a demolition kit* The entire 
Mission. ’*2UU7HFBin>* tms equipped with two tf/T sets (quartz geraot 
ME I 09 ) and airplane reco^iition panels* 
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It happened very often during tho over- changing tactical 
situation that German soldiers or ovon small units cams back 
to the Gorman linos after having boon separated from the main 
body as mch as 200 kru On their roturn they aero quo at. toned 
by tho intelligence officer of tho division about tho enemy* 

It had beun proved that many of those observations were of 
groat tactical vnlno*. 

The Jaegor Battalion 502 then decidod for the first time to 
establish a number of larger trupps -7hich would do long-range 
rooonnoissnnco and combine such missions vith snbotngo* These 
trupps wore purely military units which did not have the missions 
given to on intelligence agont .*ho uns to establish himself in 
a certain place and oporato there* Tho trupps generally camp'od 
in tho .roods and stay od thero usually for three cr four wooks. 

Tor hotter camouflage they wore dressed in civilian clothes or 
in onory uniforms* • They used the language of the area* They 
wore novor stronger than 25 non and consisted entirely of 
German and foreign volunteers in the proportion of two Gornnns 
to one foreigner* ' 

They worked in, tho following manner 1 tho trupp was divided into 
four sections of . six men each, '.vorking independently and wore to 
meet at previously designated rendezvous points* They roamed 
through a cortain part of tho aroa, nado thoir reconnaissance 
missions, and deiivqrod their messages nt tho rondozvous' whore 
tho xaopsagos wore transmitted ovor the oir to tho arry command. 
Their radius of operation bohind tho linos was not deeper than 
200 km. ^hen a lorgor targot vroa to bo destroyed, tho ontiro 
txupp uos mobilized for the task. Tho intelligence missions 
Vero generally facilitated by contacts with the local population 
ttIjo actod os Informers. Every such contact with civilians ttas to 
be oxocutod by means of the letter- bex syatorv Every trupp vmo 
directed to new targets by neons of radio. :«hen tho SS Jagdvorband 
wore established , those missions continued to bo oxecutcd and 
perfected by the different sub-sectionsi 


:rhen S3 Hauptsturafuebrpr SKDHZMf liberated Mussolini in 19i*3 
he received the additional assignment of establishing a battalion 
of Gorman volunteers, who were to bo used for special missions* 
Evory man was tp receive a very special and voiried training, 
for instance! horseback riding, driving of nil kinds of vehicled* 
airplane flying, parachute jurying, eto. Tho constitution of 
this battalion* was made in the castle Friedenthal ' in Saohsenhansen. 
The training itsolf began si only.' Tha bpttolion was places 
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diroctly under Ant VI of the RSHA, '.There SKOfiSENf was Chief 
of sub- section VI-s, 

Until the sumer of 1944 there was really no battalion 5 02 
but only a staff company, a No, 1 colony, arid a No* 2 comp any, - 
The companies themsBives consisted of cadre man f ran the tfaffon 
S3- -.1101 in October 1944* the S3 Jagdvorbncnda wore established^ 

ports of. the $02 battalion were assignee* to . the now group, and - 
recruiting of new nenbur3 was tokon up throughout -the entire 
Tehroacht, 3K0R2HEY hod received pomission to reoruit as 
many as 5«000 men;. The Jaeger Battalion 502 became 33
